Berkeley voters this week re- 
moved the lid from the city tax 
rate, approved sewer and Fire De- 
partment construction, but turned 
thumbs down on seven bond pro- 
posals that would have added $2,-) 
275,000 to municipal indebtedness. 

Unofficial but complete tabula- 
tion of returns in Tuesday’s special 
municipal election. disclosed that 
voters passed removal of the $1 
tax Jimit on the General Fund by 
a nine pet cent margin in the bal- 
loting. 

The $730,000 sewer bond measure. 
received a 70 per cent favorable 
vote and the $195,000 bond issue 
for Fire Department expansion won 
by a 73 per cent vote, 


Bond issue for improvement of 
streets, calling for expenditure of 
$880,000, lost the required two- 
thirds vote required for passage by 
an infinitesimal margin, 63 per cent 
of the 17,632 voters who visited 
the polls giving their approval. 

Proposition No. 4 on the ballot, 
calling for $235,000 for the city’s 
electrical system, also lost by a 
slight margin, the “yes” vote total- 
ling 63 per cent on the measure, 

By comparison, the last five 
bond measures on the special bal- 
lot were badly beaten. 

Proposal to spend $105,000 on 
the Corporation Yard drew only a 
52 per cent fayorable vote. Bond 
issue to improve existing parks 
with expenditure of $130,000 drew 
a 58 per cent “yes” vote. Prop- 
osition calling for expenditure of 
$435,000 for neighborhood parks 
and equipment lost with a 57 per 
cent “yes” vote, far below the re- 
quired two-thirds majority.

Construction of a synchroton, a 
powerful new type atom-smasher 
designed for the acceleration of 


electrons as projectiles, is now un- 
der way at the University of Cali- 
fornia, with the assistance of the 
Manhattan District, Prof. Ernest O. 
Lawrence, director of the Univer- 
sity Radiation Laboratory, announce: 
ed this week. 

Scheduled for completion — early 
next year, the machine will accel- 
erate electrons to energies of 300 
million electron volts, three times 
that of existing models of its cousin, 
the betatron. Theoretically, it may 
be possible in the future to accelerate 


electrons to energies of one billion 


electron volts with larger synchro- 
trons,

This principle is based on what 
Prof. McMillan cals the “theory ot 
phase stability.” It will enable atom- 
ic scientists to circumvent limitations 
imposed by the theory of relativity 
on the energies which can be reach- 
ed in the acceleration of particles. 





It will make it possible to march 
projectiles around a circular orbit 
an indefinite number of times, al- 
ways arriving at a given point exact- 
ly on time to receive an acceleration 
push. Thus the tendency of part- 
icles to lag behind and arrive at the 
point too late to be pushed will be 
overcome, and the atomic projectiles 
will be accellerated to much higher 
energies than has been possible here- 
tofore, 

A good explanation of how the 
relativity limitation works and how 
it can be overcome is seen by taking 
the cyclotron as an example.

In the synchroton this effect will 
be overcome by changing the mag- 
netic field to compensate for the 
slowing down as the particle becomes 
heavier. As the energy of the part- 
icle increases the magnetic field of 
the synchrotron is increased, jerking 
the lagging projectiles up to the point 
where they will receive a push at the 
exact time the push is applied.
